The  Colonial  Square — The 
Old  Favorite 

No  type  of  house  is  susceptible  of 
greater  diversity  of  arrangement  of  the 
interior  than  the  old-style  rectangular 
structure,  which  usually  is  designed,  ex¬ 
ternally,  in  accord  with  the  old  Colonial 
type,  or  a  modification  thereof. 

The  square  or  rectangular  plans  of 
the  floors  may  be  divided  to  suit  the 
wishes  of  the  owner.  The  design  here 
given,  design  No.  6870P,  shows  a  modern 
arrangement,  one  large  living  room  in¬ 
stead  of  the  conventional  parlor  and  sec¬ 
ond  parlor,  being  the  feature  of  the  first 
floor  plan. 

The  hall  treatment  is  excellent.  The 
entry  serves  effectually  as  a  guard 
against  invading  cold  winds  of  winter 
and  affords  facilities  for  taking  care 
of  dripping  umbrellas. 

The  lavatory  at  the  extreme  rear 
of  the  hall  is  a  feature  that  will  be 
appreciated  by  all  who  value  comfort 
and  convenience. 

The  passageway  between  kitchen 
and  dining  room,  occupying  the  pro¬ 
jection  shown  on  the  floor  plan  is 
an  effectual  guard  against  kitchen 
odors  invading  the  dining  room,  and 


also  provides  space  for  pantry  and 
refrigerator. 

The  second  floor  arrangement  is 
notable  for  the  convenient  location  of 
the  bath,  which  brings  it  immediately 
over  the  plumbing  in  kitchen  and  lava¬ 
tory,  thus  calling  for  the  use  of  a  mini¬ 
mum  quantity  of  pipe. 

The  large  bedroom,  usually  designated 
as  “owner’s”  bedroom,  is  a  valuable 
feature  as,  also,  are  the  two  large  closets 
which  are  provided  for  the  use  of  its 
occupants. 

Every  available  inch  of  space  in  the 
upper  hall  is  utilized  to  advantage.  In 
many  second  floor  plans  for  houses  of 


this  type  the  hall  is  planned  to  extend 
thru  to  the  front  wall.  In  this  plan 
one-half  of  the  space  is  thrown  into  the 
smaller  of  the  two  front  bedrooms  and 
the  other  half  is  made  into  closets. 

The  porch  adjoining  the  living  room, 
which  could  be  glazed  or  screened,  if 
desired,  will  prove  a  great  attraction  to 
many. 

The  location  of  the  fireplace  and  the 
broad  chimney  built  into  the  outside 
wall  are  novel  features  of  this  home 
design.  The  straight  lines  of  the  walls 
make  this  an  economical  house  to  build, 
but,  at  the  same  time,  a  home  that  will 
be  found  comfortable  and  convenient.

Seven-Room  Stucco  House 

A  feature  of  especial  attraction  in  this 
neat  stucco  home  is  the  exceptionally 
generous  proportions  of  the  down-stair 
rooms.  The  living  room,  extending  as 
it  does  across  the  entire  width  of  the 
house,  with  the  fireplace  at  one  end  and 
the  stair  at  the  other,  offers  an  inviting 
effect  to  anyone  entering  the  front  door. 

The  cased  opening  into  the  dining 
room  gives  a  view  of  this  large  room, 
with  its  built-in  buffet  at  the  rear,  from 
the  front  of  the  house,  and  offers  the 
housewife  an  excellent  opportunity  to 
make  a  very  pretty  display  of  her  fancy 
ware  and  dining  room  furniture. 

The  pantry  placed  between  the  dining 
room  and  kitchen  greatly  facilitates 
serving  and  reduces  the  work  in  this 
portion  of  the  house  very  materially. 

A  bedroom  is  also  furnished,  on  the 
first  floor,  which  is  a  desirable  feature 
in  a  family  where  the  older  folks  like 
to  avoid  walking  up  and  down  stairs 
as  much  as  possible. 

The  rooms  of  this  floor  are  well  light¬ 
ed  thruout,  and  the  closet  space  fur¬ 
nished  is  sufficient  for  not  only  the  bed¬ 
room,  but  also  any  table  linen  or  other 
material  may  be  stored  if  necessary. 

A  hall  across  half  of  the  upper  floor, 
from  which  all  of  the  rooms  are  acces¬ 


sible,  is  an  arrangement  which  will  be 
appreciated  in  case  of  sickness,  as  is  also 
the  built-in  medicine  chest  with  mirror- 
front  door  in  the  bathroom. 

The  exterior  design  with  its  possi¬ 


bility  of  any  color  in  stucco  finish,  its 
broad  porch  with  attractive  concrete 
block  rail,  its  outside  chimney,  and  gen¬ 
erous  rear  porch  is  worthy  of  note.  This 
home  is  one  which  combines  all  of  the 
advantages  of  the  two  storied  structure 
with  the  pleasing  appearance  of  the 
bungalow.

Lighting  a  home  built  on  a  narrow  city  lot  is  one  of  the 
more  difficult  problems  the  builder  encounters.  Usually  the 
light  must  be  admitted  from  front  and  rear.  Side  windows 
in  many  cases  are  impossible,  and  in  very  few  instances  are 
they  desirable.

A  Frame  House  with  Brick 
Porch 

Very  pleasing  effects  have  been  pro¬ 
duced  by  adding  brick  porches  to  frame 
houses  already  built.  In  fact,  some 
people  rather  favor  this  construction 
and  like  to  see  it  in  a  new  house.  This 
design,  No.  6828P,  is  an  interesting  ex¬ 
ample  of  the  pleasing  effect  which  may 
be  obtained  by  including  a  brick  porch 
and  out-built  brick  chimney  in  the  de¬ 
sign  of  a  frame  house.

The  large  living  room  has,  as  a  dis¬ 
tinguishing  feature,  the  big  fireplace 
built  out  from  the  center  of  the  rear 
wall.  This  fireplace  may  be  made  a  very 
pleasant  part  of  the  room  and  also  a 
very  attractive  part  by  the  use  of  equip¬ 
ment  which  will  be  in  keeping  with  the 
size  of  the  room.  Rather  heavy  and¬ 


irons  or  a  grate  fitted  with  massive  dec¬ 
orative  posts,  together  with  a  standard 
to  hold  the  various  implements  needed 
near  a  fireplace,  will  be  very  appropriate 
in  this  room.  The  living  room  is  fur¬ 
ther  aided  by  the  abundance  of  light, 
which  is  admitted  thru  the  six  windows 
and  the  doors. 

A  hall  immediately  off  of  the  living 
room  contains  the  stairway  leading  to 
the  second  floor.  This  hall  runs  across 
the  width  of  the  house  to  the  kitchen 


and  pantry.  The  latter  room  is  equipped 
with  shelves  and  a  work  table,  one  win¬ 
dow  being  directly  above  the  table.  The 
stair  into  the  basement  leads  from  the 
pantry.  The  kitchen  is  large  and  well 
lighted.  A  swinging  door  leads  from 
it  into  the  dining  room.  This  room  is 
large  and  is  lighted  thru  four  windows. 

On  the  second  floor  there  are  three 
bedrooms  and  a  bath.  The  stair  leads 
up  into  the  hall,  which  runs  across  the 
width  of  the  house  at  its  center.

Beveled  siding,  shingles  and  brick  are 
used  to  finish  the  exterior  of  house  de¬ 
sign  No.  6834P,  shown  in  the  accom¬ 
panying  perspective  and  plan.

Since  the  advent  of  the  concrete  block 
industry,  some  rapid  steps  have  been 
made  in  house  construction.  The  special 
facings  which  it  is  possible  to  apply  to 
the  concrete  blocks  make  them  a  solu¬ 
tion  of  almost  any  problem  in  house 
building  where  something  special  is  de¬ 
sired  in  finish.  By  the  use  of  white 
cement  in  connection  with  suitable  color¬ 
ing  material  almost  any  shade  or  tint 
may  be  obtained  and  a  very  close  imita¬ 
tion  of  highly  expensive  stone  may  be 
built  at  a  reasonable  cost.

The  stucco  finish  which  has  become  so 
popular  during  recent  years  lends  it¬ 
self  well  to  almost  any  style  of  house 
design,  but  it  is  especially  well  adapted 
to  houses  having  broad  gable  roofs.

Because  most  city  lots  are  deep  and 
narrow,  it  is  unusual  to  see  a  house  de¬ 
signed  as  a  city  home  which  has  its 
longer  dimension  across  the  front. 
Aside  from  some  few  cases  in  which  it 
is  necessary  to  cut  lots  of  peculiar 
shape  on  account  of  streets  intersecting 
at  sharp  angles,  the  only  place  where 
a  house  with  wide  front  is  likely  to  be 
used  is  on  a  corner  lot  which  offers 
frontage  on  two  streets.  Even  if  plenty 
of  room  is  available  the  usual  custom 
is  to  build  a  house  with  its  narrow  side 
to  the  front  even  tho  such  a  practice 
robs  the  owner  of  space  which  might 
be  used  as  a  large  front  or  back  lawn 
and  presents  the  narrow  side  of  the 
house  as  the  only  part  that  is  ever 
noticed  by  passers-by. 

Design  No.  6841P  shown  here  presents 
an  unusually  attractive  appearance  from 
the  street.  Since  the  gable  roof  is 
placed  with  its  ridge  parallel  to  the 
street,  the  tile  covered  surface,  broken 
by  the  dormer  with  its  six  square  win¬ 
dows,  is  a  prominent  feature.  The  upper 
floor  is  finished  with  shingles  while  the 
first  floor  walls  are  of  brick  trimmed 
with  white  stone  or  terra  cotta.

This  house  is  of  frame  construction 
the  sides  being  finished  with  beveled 
siding  and  the  roof  being  of  the  hip 
type  broken  up  with  small  dormers.  The 
porch  and  chimney  are  built  of  brick 
trimmed  with  white  stone.

It  opens  into  a  little 
vestibule  off  of  which  a  large  closet 
fitted  with  a  shelf  and  providing  gen¬ 
erous  space  for  wraps  is  built.  Double 
glass  doors  lead  to  the  living  room.  At 
the  far  end  of  this  room  is  a  bay  in 
which  three  windows  are  placed.  These 
windows  together  with  one  front  win¬ 
dow  and  the  glass  doors  provide  an 
abundance  of  light  in  the  living  room 
and  assure  the  owner  that  this  will  be  a 
pleasant  part  of  the  house.  A  stair 
leading  to  the  upper  floor  is  entered 
from  the  living  room. 


Double  glass  doors  are  placed  be¬ 
tween  the  living  room  and  the  dining 
room.
